REPORT 

OF    TIIK 

Superintending  School  Committee. 


To  the  citizens  of  Andover: — 

The  committee  appointed  by  you  as  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  for  the  present  year,  begs  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : — 

He  is  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
usual  prosperity  to  our  schools,  which  aim  not  so  much  to  aid  the 
coming  man  and  woman  to  earn  their  living,  or  to  keep  house  pru- 
dently, as  to  promote  the  intelligence,  good  order,  happiness  and 
welfare  of  the  new  communities. 

The  many  need  the  habits  of  systematic  industry,  and  quick  ob- 
servation, the  ready  subjection  to  wholesome  law,  the  versatility  of 
mental  operation,  the  democratic  spirit,  which  regular  and  judicious 
training  in  the  common  school  tends  to  foster. 

What  has  caused  the  proverbial  acuteness,  ingenuity,  and  "  fac- 
ulty" of  the  Yankee?  The  various  sturdy  and  energetic  adminis- 
tration of  the  public  school  for  generations ;  and  the  more  system- 
atic these,  the  more  efficient. 

The  schools  cannot  and  ought  not  to  relieve  parents  of  all  paren- 
tal responsibility.  They  can  prepare  youth  for  the  various  employ- 
ments of  mature  life. 

A  great  obstacle  to  the  most  desirable  success  of  our  schools,  in 
both  intellectual  and  moral  respects,  is  brevity  and  irregularity  of 
attendance.  Some  apparently  act  upon  the  fancy  that  there  is 
magic  in  the  school-house,  by  which  ignorance  and  dullness  are 
instantly  changed  to  knowledge  and  faculty.  Many  children  enter 
school  only  to  leave  it  before  the  term  is  half  finished,  making  their 
reports,  made  upon  too  favorable  a  basis,  an  attendance  of  less 
than  ninety  per  cent. 
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The  general  efficiency  of  our  teachers  is  demonstrated,  although 
doubtless  there  are  cases  of  exceptions. 

Teachers  should  cease  to  be  mere  hearers  of  recitations,  and  be- 
come teachers  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  It  is  of  the  highest  im- 
portance that  knowledge  shall  be  gained  in  such  a  way  that  the 
capacity  of  attainment  shall  be  enlarged,  and  the  mind  stimulated 
and  quickened.  Useful  as  a  reasonable  culture  of  the  memory 
may  be,  remembering  is  not  the  highest  power  of  the  human  mind. 
How  to  think,  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  youth  are  not  long 
to  be  held  in  leadin"';  strings,  how  to  learn,  is  another  consideration 
of  importance  in  our  teaching. 

Let  parents  feel  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  formality  about 
visiting  schools  ;  men  of  all  classes  should  feel  at  liberty  to  take 
leisure  moments,  that  may  be  snatched  from  business,  to  visit  the 
school-room  without  feeling  that  they  are  intruding.  Frequent 
short  visits  will  give  any  one  a  better  idea  of  the  real  character  of 
schools  than  one  or  two  long  ones.  Another  important  duty  of 
parents  is  the  propriety  of  placing  their  children  under  restraint  in 
respect  to  the  time  when  they  may  be  allowed  to  leave  home  for 
school,  and  the  amount  of  time  to  be  granted  them  for  returning 
from  the  same. 

Only  one  change  has  been  made  in  the  text-books  during  the 
year.  When  a  book  becomes  out  of  date,  why  not  replace  it  by  a 
better?  Therefore,  my  changing  the  old  Wilson  Speller  for  the 
Swinton  Word  Book,  for  doing  which  I  trust  I  shall  be  sustained 
by  all  who  carefully  compare  the  old  books  with  the  new  ones. 

Just  a  word  this  year  about  school-buildings  and  consolidation  of 
districts.  Whenever  two  near  districts  of  small  schooling  capacity 
exist,  compelling  the  keeping  in  repair  of  two  school-houses  and 
the  expense  of  hiring  two  separate  teachers,  we  believe  the  best  in- 
terests of  education  are  not  attained.  If  you  have  any  respect  for 
your  children,  any  regard  for  their  health  and  for  their  receiving 
the  benefit, of  our  schools  before  they  are  too  old  to  be  ashamed  to 
attend  a  district  school,  for  their  sake,  if  for  no  other  earthly  rea- 
son, unite  some  of  your  distiicts  and  have  some  decent  school- 
buildings.  Nearly  $70  was  expended  for  the  benefit  of  one  scholar 
in  district  No.  13  this  year,  when,  by  uniting  that  district  with  No. 
10  or  12,  quite  a  number  more  might  have  received  the  same  ad- 
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vantages  with  him.  The  whole  number  of  districts  in  town  might 
easily  be  consolidated  in  half  their  present  number. 

East  Andover  has  a  fair  looking  building  outside,  but  filled  with 
boxes,  loose  desks  and  annoyances  for  both  teacher  and  pupils  in- 
side. The  same  can  truthfully  be  said  of  the  buildings  in  Nos.  i, 
9,  II,  12  and  13. 

In  the  special  reports  I  have  endeavored  to  do  justice  to  every 
teacher,  and  it  has  been  my  purpose  to  give  credit  only  where  it  is 
due. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to 
the  various  prudential  committees  who  have  cooperated  to  secure 
and  sustain  good  teachers  ;  to  those  teachers  who  have  given  a 
cheerful  assent  to  the  plans  for  the  good  government  and  instruc- 
tion of  the  scholars,  and  to  every  pupil  who  has,  by  good  conduct 
and  example,  assisted  in  jiromoting  the  interests  of  education  in 
town. 


SPECIAL   REPORT. 


No.   I.— KEARSARGE. 

Teacher,  Miss  Mamie  V.  Atwood. 

A  short  term  of  only  seven  weeks.  Whole  number  of  scholars, 
ten ;  average  attendance,  eight.  This  was  Miss  Atwood's  first  ex- 
perience in  teaching.  She  reports  thus  :  "  I  have  labored  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  school.  With  a  school-room  not  worthy  of  the 
name,  with  nothing  to  interest  the  pupils  aside  from  the  mere  text- 
books, and  with  only  se\  en  weeks  of  school  great  progress  would 
be  impossible.  The  pupils  are  well-disposed,  and  would  be  capa- 
ble of  improvement  if  placed  in  suitable  position."  The  teacher 
labored  diligently,  and  good  order  prevailed.  Register  neat  and 
correct.
